1 SCOPE 

This standard covers dimensions and require- 
ments for the hand trolley for carrying post 
office mail bags at railway stations.

3 DIMENSIONS AND CAPACITIES 

3.1 The overall sizes of the trolley shall be as 
shown in Fig. 1. 



3.2 Tolerances 

Tolerances on the dimensions indicated in Fig. 1 

shall be ± 5 mm. 

3.3 The trolley shall be capable of carrying 
4 kN load. 

4 CONSTRUCTION 

4.1 Frame 

4.1.1 The top and bottom frame shall be made 

out of steel tube of 40 mm nominal bore, medium 
class, conforming to IS 1161 : 1979. 

4.1.2 There shall be vertical and horizontal 
reinforcements ( see Fig. 1 ) of 25 mm nominal 
bore, light class conforming to IS 1161 : 1979 to 
provide rigidity to the frame, prevent sagging of 
the sheets and suitability of fitment of castor 
plates. The disposition of these reinforcements 
is left to the discretion of the manufacturers.

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4.2 Body 

4.2.1 The body shall be covered from inside with 
mild steel shfeet having thickness not less than 
16 mm conforming to IS 226 : 1975. 

4.3 Push/Poll Handles 

4,3.1 The handles made of steel tube of 20 mm 
nominal bore, light class, conforming to 
IS 1161 : 1979 shall be fitted at a suitable height. 

5 WHEELS AND CASTORS 



5.1 The castor used shall 
having minimum 200

6 WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH 

6.1 The trolley shall be free from warp in 
structural frame work. 

6.2 Parts liable to rust shall have a rust-preven- 
tive preparation applied to them and then 
painted over. 

6.3 The painted surface shall be free from 
wrinkles, irregular painting, dripping, scratches 
and irregularities in colouring. 



7 PERFORMANCE 

7.1 When the trolley is traversed over a smooth 
road loaded with 125 percent of permissible 
carrying load, the wheels shall turn smoothly 
and swivel castor arrangements shall function 
satisfactorily. 

7.2 Push/pull handles shall withstand a minimum 
horizontal force equal to 300 N without breaking 
or permanent bending.

9 MARKING 

9.1 The trolley shall be marked with the 
following information in visible position: 

a) Designation, 

b) Serial number, 

c) Date of manufacturing, and 

d) Indication of the source of manufacturer.
